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AVIATOR FORCED 
DOWN BY COLD: 
$50,000 HALF WON 


Graham White, in London 
to Manchester Flight, Still 
Hopes for Prize. 


By Associated Press. 

LONDON, April 23.—Graham White, 
the English aviator who started this 
morning on .a biplane fligtt from 
Wormwood Scrubs, London, for Man- 
chester, in an attempt to win the 
prize of $50,000 offered by. a morn- 
ing. newspaper, had accomplished 
more than half of the journey when 
compelled to descend on account of 
the intense cold. He hoped, how- 
ever, to complete his flight this aft- 
ernoon. 

The distance between London and 
Manchester is 186 miles, and under 
the terms of the prize offered only 
two descents are permitted. White 
used a Farman biplane.- He reached 
Rugby, the first stopping place, .in 
two hours, and after an hour's rest, 
reascended, intending to fly to Crewe, 
where he had arranged to make his 
second descent. 

A few miles north of Rugby the 
aviator encountered a cold north wind 
and after completing 115 miles of the 
trip he was compelled to alight. To- 
day there waS a sudden change from 
warm to wintry weather and unless 
the wind moderates it is doubtful 
whether the aviator can complete his 
flight th one day as is required. 

White later announced he. expécted to 
resume his voyage between 4 and 5 
o'clock this afternoon and was hope- 
ful of reaching Manchester before dusk. 
Whether he succeeds or fails, the flight 
already achieved easily beats all pre- 
vious air journeys made in this country.

Brinkop to Make Re- 
duction, 


Pursuant to orders made by the Board 
of Equalization before adjourning, As- 


sessor Brinkop Saturda} began to fig- 
ure: individual reductions in the as- 
sessed valuation of property fronting 
Broadway, between Pine and St. Charles 
street, which will total $942.095 

The Broadway property, between Pine 
and St. Charles streets, was assessed at 
$7,341,250. The west side was assessed 
at $3,181,950 and the east side at $4,159,400. 
‘The reduction ordered by the’ board 
averages 12% per cent—i10 per cent for 
the west side and 15 per cent for the 
east side.

“THE MAXIMS OF MARMADUKE.” 

NDER the title of ‘The Maxims 
LJ of Marmaduke,’’ Charles Edward 
Jerningham republishes the satir- 
ical observations of seciety he .first 
wrote for Truth of London. Together 
with these maxims, which are in the 
main inordinately clever; if somewhat 
British, the book contains a number of 
short essays: which reflect modern life 
pungently. 

‘Mr. Jerningham, who writes under the 
pseudonym of ‘Marmaduke,” evidently 
knows his Lionden well, and is an ob- 
server of the “new’’. life of greed, -glit- 
ter and gilded gloss of society, and is 
as‘ merciless as he is clever. 

He is véry. quotable, and has often 
been quoted without receiving credit, 
for many of his maxims are to be recog- 
nized .in.. the columns of plagia‘izing 
paragraphers.
